James Sinclair, J. W. Hurd, W.R. Fish,

Stewart and Thomas Carrigal. Inspector | 
Howe watehed the case on behalf of the | 
Crown, The jury having been sworn, | 
proceeded to examine the body, and 
found the deceased hanging from a rafter 
in the byre, with a piece of shagyanippi | 
tied rouud the neck, the feet resting on 
the ground. The unfortunate nan seen 
to have mounted the beam and sivgpel| 
himself down, breaking hie neck, as the | 
appearance of the body indicated there | 
had been no struggle before death. At | 
the inquest Hector Macdonald, farm la- | 
borer, deposed: That deceased and he 
went to bed in the same rooin on Sunday | 
night at 10 e’clock, but deceased was | 
restless and did not sleep. About 12) 
e’clock he said he was going to hang or 
burn himself, which Macdonald said was 
“*too bad,” after which Dennison went 
outside, returned, and went out again. 
Did not hear or‘ see him till daylight, 
when going to the byre he found him | 
hanging from the rafter, He then gave 
the alarm. Did not know of any cauee | 
why deceased should have committed 
suicide. Alex. Campbell, farmer testi- 
fied that he last saw deceased in bed 
abeut 10 o'clock on Sunday night; saw 
him go out of the house twice and enter 
the sturchyuse; was informed at suurise 
that Dennison’s body had been found ia | 
the byre, and proceeded te the place and 
removed tie cows; did not touch the 
body, wut was satistied that deceased 
was dead at that time; he had heard de 
eeased wish he was dead about two 
weeks before: aud again on Sunday even- 
ing, when he said his end was near at, 
hand, but did uut take any notice of it;
